As part of the Davey-Poznanski 
String Quartet Scheme for senior quartets, they have enjoyed receiving 
coaching from mentor Garfield Jackson (Endellion Quartet) and visiting 
professor Thomas Brandis. This Spring, the Quartet won first prize in the 
Wolfe Wolfinsohn String Quartet Competition at the Academy and gave 
recitals in Colston Hall in Bristol and Goodenough College in London. The 
quartet also worked alongside conductor Trevor Pinnock to perform and record 
the chamber version of Mahler's Symphony no.4, which will be released on 
the Academy’s record label.
